You may want to consider not making travel purchases until you have heard from your
Soldier that they will graduate. | will ensure your Soldier contacts you on the day they are eligible
to graduate. When you make your travel plans, please keep in mind travel time to the airports;
approximately 1.5 hours to Oklahoma City and 20 minutes to Lawton Regional Airport.

While you are here, we ask that you help preserve historical Fort Sill. Please wear
appropriate attire. There is no dress code, but vulgar or distasteful slogans or exposures are not
acceptable for these family events. All civilians and military personnel entering Fort Sill must
present a valid driver’s license or Military ID at the gate. All personally owned vehicles are subject
to search by Fort Sill Police. Personally owned firearms are not allowed on Fort Sill or at the
graduation facility. Large bag’s, parcels, backpacks will not be permitted at these events. Use of
cellular phones while driving on Fort Sill is strictly prohibited. Please cooperate with these
measures.

2. The Family Day Ceremony will begin at 11:00 on 15 January, 2015 at 5970 South Boundary
Road, Fort Sill OK, 73503. This will occur at our Battery location. Family Day highlights your
Soldier’s achievements over the basic combat training cycle through a series of demonstrations on
weapons, tactics, drill and ceremony, and physical fithess. Then, | will provide essential
information on the pass policies for Family Day and Graduation. At the conclusion of this
ceremony, your Soldier may be released on pass.

The Graduation Ceremony will begin at 1:00 pm (1300) on 16 January, 2015 at 135 NW
2nd Street,Lawton,Oklahoma, 73501, Hilton Garden Inn. During the ceremony, please feel free to
take pictures of your Soldier as they graduate. The graduating class will be seated together and
will not have an opportunity to socialize during this time.
